The Illinois Tunnel ee now the Chi- 
cago Subway company, which has con- 
structed thirty-three miles of freight sub- 
ways beneath the streets of this city, is 
guilty of practicing deceptions on the city 
government and the public, and the city gov- 
ernment has been lax in regulating the con- 
struction of the system. 

This is the gist of the report of the investi- 
gating committee of civil engineers made 
public by Mayor Dunne yesterday afternoon. 

The engineers found that tunnels had been 


built without proper permits and that faulty 


construction was to blame in some instances 


for the settling of building a8 gaatee ng in the 


loop district. | 


In respect i. ite financial condition, the 
company is shown to be overcapitalized to 


the extent of possibly 90 per cent of its total 
issues of $57,000,000 stock and bonds. The 
entire cost of the tunnels and acquired prop- 
erties is said to be between ‘$6,000,000 and 
$8,000,000, | 

This revelation proved one ot the most 
startling deductions which Mayor Dunne and 
Public Works Commissioner Patterson drew 
frorm the report. It is therefore expected 
that the finances of the company will come 
in for a special investigation at the hands of 


Controller McGann, who, under the provis- 


ions of the tunnel ordinances, has the right 
to examine the books of the concern, which 
“rejoices” in the fact that the city is its

Follows History of Project. 

The commisslen follows the history of the 
tunnel scheme from its inception in 1899 to 
the present time, making its criticisms as the 
story progresses. At the start the investi- 
gators call attention to an appended plat 
showing the tunnels constructed for which 
permits are on record, the tunnels not con- 
structed for- which permits were issued, and 
the tunnels constructed for which no permits 


appear on the records of the ides amnesia of 


public works. 

In explanation of this last named discovery 
ft is stated that some of | the records of the 
commissioner's office are missing and that 
among them may be the permits for the ap- 


‘parently unauthorized constructions. The 


parts of the bores for which no permits are 
found are more than a dozen in number and 
in extent amount to several miles of excava- 
tion.

| Guarded with Extra Gare. 

After Trainor escaped the jail authorities 
adopted extraordinary precad to pre- 
vent Cunningham and Crane from getting 
away. They were stripped and reclad in en- 
tirely new prison clothing. They were placed 
in new cells, which had been furnished with 
new mattresses and blankets. They were 
only permitted to leave their cells for exercise 
three time a day, and then separately and 
accompanied by guards. They were per- 
mitted to see no one, not even their attorneys. 
At night the turnkey had his bed in the main 
corridor near the doors torthe en occupied 
dy the two men. 


“And „et, in spite of all the precautions, 
Cunningham's cell, its doors tightly bolted 
and every bar intact, was found empty this 
morning. Cunningham had gone. during the 
‘night, leaving a note which read. 
The mosquitoes are too thick about this 
piace. I can’t stand it Good- 
by. 
Cunningham had somehow or r 
secured a heavy iron chisel. With this chisel 
he had worked a hole throw 
four inch blocks of stone which form the 
floor of the cell. Inserting his hand through 
the hole he had thus made the prisoner 
tipped the block up on edge, thus making an 
opening in the floor of his cell large enough 
to permit his body to slip through, 


Air Shaft Under Cell 
‘Through this opening Cunningham slipped 
inte an air passage three feet high which 
extends under the entire floor of the jail and 
the bottom of which forms the ceiling of the 
basement. The partitions between sections 
of this passage had been knocked out by 
plumbers who made repairs on the jail a year 
ago and had never been replaced. The out- 
let was in the boiler room of the jail, only a 
short distance from beneath Cunningham's 
cell, and undoubtedly he had ttle trouble in 
finding it. 
The boiler room is 801 a 
proper, and upon reaching it all that Cun- 
ningham had to do was to open a screen door 
hooked on the inside and walk into a yard 
back of the jail, which was surrounded by a 
three rail fence, used to maby horses within 
bounds. |

The sheriff realized he was dealing 
with a clever crook and had locked the pris- 
oner alone on the third floor. For a time 
no one was allowed to visit him.

Trainor was allowed the use 
of the corridor, and during these periods he 
worked at the bars, After he sawed at the 
bars he covered the incisions with shoe black- 
ing to hide his operations from the guards. 
The same procedure was followed at night 
when he worked on the bars to his cell door, 


saw. This bolt was two inches thick. 

From the window through which he 
crawled. after the bars were removed, he slid 
forty feet to the ground upon a rope made 
from blanket strips from hig cell. He took 
‘all his possessions down blanket rope,

Senator Dryden arrived here on the 12:20 
train. Beck missed the train, so he hired a 
cial on account of the inportance of the 
conference, Both had luncheon at Sagamore 
hill, Upon their return to che station after 
the conference Senator Dryden said: 


Conference Was Satisfactory. 
We have had a satisfactory conference.” 
The senator himself is president of the 

Prudential Life Insurance company and is 
entirely familiar with the insurance busi- 
ness. The president went over the bill with 
Senator Dryden and promised him his entire 
support. 

In his last message to congress the presi- 
dent urged that the bureau of corporations 
be given additional power extending over 
interstate insurance business. The bill which 
Senator Dryden will father fully carries 
out the president’s idea. 

“ Nearly all the presidents of insurance 
companies in the country desire national su- 
pervision,” said Dryden. The laws of the 
various states differ so that it gives fifty de- 
partments supervision. Every company 
would naturally prefer just one set oftegula-

late such commerce. But all previous Su- 
preme court decisions under that head re- 
ferred to state laws, since there was no fed- 
eral statute.” 

Senator Dryden and Mr. Beek, both well 
versed in insurance law, firmly believe the 
Supreme court would support such a federal 
statute. 

“If I thought.“ said Beck,. that the con- 
stitutional objections to a federal statute 
were insuperable we shouldn't bother to 
frame it. I firmly believe that if congress 
enacts the law that is wanted, such a law 
would stand the scrutiny of the supreme 
court. And, of course, the only way to bring 
the matter before the Supreme court is ia 
means of such a law. | | 


United States Farthest Behind. | 
“This country is farthest behind in the 
matter ot national control of insurance busi- 
ness, continued Beck. 
recently obtained federal control of insur- 
ance. In Germany control of insurance was 
taken away from the various kingdoms and 
principalities and centraliged under the im- 
perial government. Here there are fifty dif: 
ferent departments in control of insurance in 
this country and there is $500,000,000 Worth of 
insurance business done annually.“ 

Mr. Beck added that provision could be 
made to put a federal insurance law under 
the treasury department or under any other 
department, but the Dryden measure would 
put it under the bureau of corporations. 


President Is Deeply Interested. 
The president for a considerabie time, but 
especially since the dinclosures made dur- 
ing the last few months regarding the opera- 
tions of the Equitable Life Assurance socie- 
ty, has manifested a deep interest in the 
problem of nauonal control of the insurance 
business. 

He is known to be in favor of federal con- 
trol of the .nsurance business, if it can be 
_ brought about constitutionally. Whether it 
can be is the point yet to be determined. 
That the Supreme court ot the United states 
eventually will be called upon to pass on the 
question there is little doubt. 

Several months ago, at the president's 
request, the subject of national supervisory 
control of insurance was investigated by

The bulletin shows that at the beginning of 
the nineteenth century the children under 


f 10 years ot age constituted one-third and at 


the end lees than one-fourth of the total 


| population. The decrease in this proportion 


began as early as the decade 1810 to 1820, and 
continued uninterruptedly, though at vary- 
ing rates, in each successive decade. 
Between 1850 and 1860 the proportion of 
children to women between 15 and“ years, 


the child bearing age, increased, but since 
1860 it has decreased constantly. In 1860 
the number of children under 5 years of age 
to 1,000 women was 684 in e 
474. 

Regular Decline in North and West. 

Considered. sectionally it is found that an 
the north and west there has been a more 
or less regular decline, while in the south 
the change has been less regular and the 
decline less marked. In 1900 the smallest 
proportion of childrem was in the District of 
Columbia, The next smallest proportion was 
Massachusetts. The largest proportion was 
in North Dakota and Indian territory. 

In the general decrease between 1890 and 
1900 not a single state of the north Atlantic 
division took part. In seven other states, 
also, there was no decrease. In only six 
states—Illinois, Maryland, Michigan, Ohio, 
Kentucky, and Indiana—did the proportion 
decrease in each of the five decades. 

In 1900, for the United States as a whole, 
the proportion of children was only two- 
thirds as great in cities as in the country 
districts. In the north Atlantic division, 
however, it was almost as great in the cities 
as in the country. In the southern division 
it is hardly more than half as large in the 
cities as in the country, while in the far west | 
the difference is intermediate im amount. 

Foreign Born Have More Children. 

/ & comparison is made between the pro- 
portion of children born of native mothers 
and the proportion of children born of for- 
eign born mothers. In 1900 the former pro- 
portion was 462, the latter 710, the difference 
indicating the greater fecundity of foreign 
‘born women, 

\ In the Atlantic divisions there was a slight 
increase in the proportion of children born 
to native white mothers, and in the south 
central division there was but a slight de- 
crease. The decrease for the whole country, 


| therefore, was the result largely of the great 


decrease in the north, central, and western 
' divisions 

The ‘detreasé th thé oF childrer 
born to native White women was confined | 
chiefly to cities. 

The proportion of negro children born to 
negro women was largest in 1880 and small- 
est in 1900. There has been uniformly a 
larger proportion of negro children than of 
white children. That difference more than 
doubled between 1860 and 1880, but in 1900 
it was less than half what it was in 1880 and 


less than at any other census except in 1860.

Ore., Aug. 16—Unless indien 
tions fail the sessions of the Transmississip;i 
congress, which assembled here today, will 
be rent by dissension before the congress is 
twenty-four hours older.

Prof. F. R. Moulton of the

His Explanation, He Says, Proves 
Laplace’s Is Wrong. 


Laplace's ring theory the nebular 
hypothesis for the creation of the universe, 
which has stood service for more than a 
century in the scientifie world, was torn to 
pieces yesterday by Prof. F. R. Moulton of 
the University of Chicago, who believes that 
he has made the real solution of the evolu- 
tion of our solar system and the universe. 
Assisted by Prof. Thomas C. Chamber- 
lain, head of the geology department, who 
is regarded as one of the ablest geologists 
in the country, Prof. Moulton has been work- 
ing for more than four years to disprove 
the ring theory and to set up what he 
terms the spiral theory. The results of 
their researches were made known yester- 
day in a lecture on The Evolution of the 
Solar System.“ delivered by Prof. Moulton. 
“The ‘ring’ theory was brought out by 
Laplace in 1796, and has been accepted al- 
most universally up to the present time,“ 
declared Prof. Moulton. Laplace held that 
the sun originally extended out to the 
tracted left off rings, which in turn con- 
centrated it left off rings, which in turn con- 
tracted into planets, the latter afterwards 
giving off satellites, ey 
Spiral Theory Is Advanced. 
“The theory which Prof. Chamberlain and 
myself hold is the spiral theary. We be- 
lieve a second sun—a disturbing sun—moveé 
down near our sun and caused on our sun 
enormous tides, thousands of miles high. 
The tides were similar to the tides of the 
sea; One tide was at the po nearest the 
disturbing sum and the other tide was on 
the opposite side. The matter shot towards 
the disturbing Sun. Ordinarily it would have 
been straight up. but the disturbing sur 
moved around in an eliptical sort of orbit. 
Consequently all the masses thrown off were 
in a spiral direction, one after another, which 
accounts for the orbits of the planets. 
swollen masses were attracted to the large 
nuclei which made them into planets.” 


Decrease in Solar Momentum. 

As positive proof that the theory of Lu- 
place is wrong Prof. Moulton said: ath 

“To prove the nebular ring theory the 
combined momentum of all the parts of the 
solar system at present ought to equal the 
momentum of the sun ata time when it ex- 
tended to the orbit of Neptune. or in the be- 
ginning. I have worked with the problem a 
long time, and I am convinced that the solar 
system now hag only one 250th of the momen- 
tum it had when the sun extended out to 
Neptune.“ | 

Prof. Moulton and Prof. Chamberlain have 
been working in secret on their new theory. 
They proved to their own satisfaction that 
Laplace’s theory was wrong more than three 
years ago. Since that time they have been 
working along constructive lines. They 
have been aided in their work by a grant 
from the Carnegie institute at Washington. 
Both scientists spend nearly the entire day 
together in their laboratory working on their 


new theory. | 
The results so far worked out will be pub-

Dupont Cars Fail to Work. 

Reports came from St. Louis seriously re- 
flecting on the ability of Mr. Dupont, the 
mayor's expert, asa street car ma er.

According to the story, when Mr. Dupont 
was Manager of the St. Louis street car 
system he devised the scheme of running 
care at a high rate of speed so as to econ- 
omize on the number of cars in use.

PLANS SAFETY OF SUBMARINE. 


Naval Board Would Limit Maneuvers 
by Inexperienced Crews to Shallow 
Water and Provide Escorts.

therefrom of the water. This seepage would 
be slow, as would also be the resvitant set- 
tlement. The speeage through the tunnel 
walls would be apparent of course in the 
tunnels. As a matter of fact, the tunnels 
were found to be fairly dry and much of the 
moisture to be due to condensation. We 
have information from trustworthy sources 
that the tunnels at all times have been fair- 
ly dry and, as a large part of the tunnels 
in the downtown district have been finished 
for three years, it would seem that the dan- 
ger of settlement, dud to the drainage of the 


clay, has little evidence to support it. 


Little Seepage of Water. 

“In regard to settlement due to the second 
part of the work, that is, the building of con- 
nections, bypasses, and new drifts without 
air pressure, the evidence is at hand and con- 
vincing. A number of cases of the settle- 
ment of streets and buildings were traced to 
this part of the work, and unless some other 
means of operation are adopted or the great- 
est care used in construction there may be 
further settlements. The commission has 


not had sufficient time to prepare a plan for 


minimizing the danger, and therefore has no 


1 remedy to offer at present.“ 


The commission does not specify the in- 
stances of sinking which it found to be due 
to the construction without air pressure.

cluded settlements at Jackson boulevard and 
State street and the vicnity of the Pullman 
and Marshall Field wholesale buildings. 


Tunnels Probably Strong Enough. 

“If the tunnels have been built in accord- 
ance with the cross section submitted,” con- 
tinues the report, and if the work has been 
properly carried out we consider 
strength to be ample. But the physical con- 
dition of am engineering structure is mani- 


fested by its plans and specificationsandthe | 


evidence that these plans and specifications 
have been carried out. This evidence is not 


available in this case, but we would say 


that the concrete work appears to be of the 
best material and workmanship and we have 
no reason to believe it otherwise.’’ 


On the subject of official negligence the re- 


port says: 
The control and supervision by the city 
of the work of building thece tunnels has 


been lax when compares with similar work 


done for private individuals or corporations. 
Ordinary practice demands definite official 
plans and specifications and a sufficient force 
to supervise the work properly at all points 
and at all times; while in this case there were 
no definite plans and specifications and there 
was but one city representative in ‘Super- 
vision of the entire work. 

We find the city records of the work in- 
complete. For example, we have been un- 
able to find any written specifications either 
of the cement or the concrete. We also find 
the city has no official survey showing the 
exact location of the tunnels. We also find 


that no attention has been paid to the time 


clause in the ordinance.” 
Mayor Talks of Situation. 


The report shows an extraordinary over- 
capitalization of the company,“ said Mayor 
Dunne. They have issued stocks and bonds 
to the amount of $57,000,000, while the actual 
amount invested in construction and ac- 


quired properties is apparently only a small 


fraction of the capital. The rest appears to 
be water. It is not unlike the financing of 
some of our street car companies. 

What have you decided to do about the 
situation?“ the mayor was asked, 

„ have not decided,” he replied, “and 
shall not decide tiil I confer with Commis- 
sioner Patterson. I shall not issue any per- 
mits to the company while the council is in 
session. Of course, during the vacation I 
might have to grant what e might

Wheeler Disputes the Report. 


President Albert G. Wheeler of the tunnel 
company said last night that he had not seen 
the report and therefore hesitated to discuss 
it at length. | 

I understood at the time,“ he said, “ that 
the committee was appointed to ascertain 
whether the settling of portions of the down- 
town streets was due to the construction of 
the tunnels. I am surprised that a commit- 
tee of civil engineers should have attempted 
to report on matters pertaining to our finan- 
cial condition, as I am told they have done. 
This talk of overcapitalization is without 
foundation. Why, we have distributed over 
$12,000,000 in salaries and wages since we be- 
gan the construction of the tunnels, and that 
is only a fraction of the total cost. 

As for the sinking of the streets, the tun- 
nel is not to blame. Only an infinitesimal 
amount of excavation has been done without 


air pressure. At the worst $5,000 would 


cover the damage wrought by the settle- 
ment.”

A GIRDLED BUSINESS DISTRICT. 

The business center 6f a town should be 
elastic. It should be capable of easy and 
natural expansion. The business center of 
Chicago is capable of expansion vertically, 
but horizontally it is girdled. While the 
present liberal rule respecting the height or 
buildings interferes with practically no 
reasonable building demands in the busi- 
ness district, the horizontal expansion of 
that district is gravely prejudiced by the 
scheme of transportation arrangements. 
On whatever side of the city one may live 
he can reach but a limited downtown area 
‘without changing cars and paying—in most 
cases—two fares. This works an artificial 
limitation upon the business center and pre- 
cludes its natural expansion. 

Mr, A. H. Revell of the Loop Protective: 
association strongly emphasized this fact 
in an interview appearing erday’s 
Trirscune. He dealt with artificial con- 
straint exercised on the business district 
by the elevated loop, and urged that the 
throngh-routing of elevated trains was nec- 
essary for the natural growth of that dis- 


trict. 1 


It is gbvious that the elevated loop as now 
operated tends to act as a rigid barrier upon 
the geographical expansion of downtown 
Chicago. So d all the transportation 
agencies of the city, operated as they are on 
the terminal plan, but the loop is in many 
tendency. 

The elevated roads propose to meet - 
the loop problem by platform extensions. 
That would give relief, for it would ex- 
pedite the loading and umoading of cars, 
and would enable them to move around the 
loop more rapidly. Some of the leading 
merchants in the business district are in 
favor of the extension of the platforms, 
But the relief obtained would be only tem- 
porary. Before long the congestion would 
“be as acute as ever and the popular com- 
plaints of the inadequacy of the loop be 
renewed. If the loop problem can be 
solyed it is better to do so now than to 
dally with the question. If the council can 
find no sotution presumably the best thing 
it can do is to add to the present capacity 
of the loop by permitting the extension of 
the platforms. It cannot afford to remain 
with its hands folded, doing nothing. | 

There can be no permanent relief prob- 
ably until the elevated companies are. con- 
solidated and adopt a through-route sys- 
tem Then the fetters of the loop will be 
burst and the congestion within the busi- 
ness district lessened.

To the uninitiated a monastery In Russia 
may seem an even less attractive place of 
cell under the 
glowing southern sky: Put those who know 
Russia will easily realize that there are at- 
tractions and possibilities which give a pe- 
culiar charm to monastic life in that country 
of striking contraets, of vast silent places: of 
ceaseless turmoil on the one hand and of dull 
monotony on the other.

The whole neighborhood is aroused’ over 
the state of affairs existing at the square 
and a plan of campaign has begun through 
which it is hoped to secure more policemen 
and a more adequate system of lighting. The 
Mark White Improvement club has been 
organized, with John J. Grimes, 3088 Pop- 
lar street, as its president. The object of 
this association is to improve conditions at 
the park which ‘is not yet three months 


old. 3 

We welcomed the opening 
as a boon to the neighborhood,” Ald. Rich- 
“A park of that sort 
should result in almost immediate good to 
a neighborhood of this sort. But the park 
commissioners have failed to afford sufficient 
police protection with the result that the 
park nightly is the scene of thuggery and 
rowdyism. 


Nen Children Are Insulted. 

“Thugs and tough characters of every 
description assemble at the square nearly 
every night and, as if their 
was not enough to k 
specting people of the neighborhood away, 
they have openly assaulted them and in- 
sulted their children. 

I things keep up as they have been going 
it will not be long before the daughter of 
a resident of the neighborhood will not be 
safe on the sidewalk in front of her own 
house after dark. Even the one policeman 
who was sent to the park when it was first 
ed was assaulted by this gang of ruf- 
fians. There is only one policeman at the 
park now and it is impossible for him to han- 
dle the crowds after 
police protection is afforded the park will 
be a positive injury to the ward. 


| Impossible to Preserve Order. 

“TI called upon Chief of Police Collins yes- 
terday and asked him to detail some city po- 
licemen to protect the children and property 
of those residing near the park and he prom- 
ised me he would act at once. But we want 
park politemen to protect those who go to 


Three park policemen are detailed te'daty 
at the Mark White square, but only two of 
them are on duty at night. One of these po- 
licemen said it was impossible for them to 
‘preserve order in the square and that at least 
two additional officers would be required to 
make the park absolutely safe. 

“It takes the time of two of us to keep 
order around the swimming tank, where the 
great crowds congregate every night,” he 
“While we are at the tank some of 
these rufflans might be killing a man in the 
other end of the square and we'd never 
know it. It is as dark as a dungeon in the 
greater portion of the square after nightfall. 
The electric light poles are up, but no lights 
have been installed. Two additional police- 
men and plenty of light are needed.“ 

Residents declared that Supt. Foster of 
the south park system had refused to in- 
crease the force of policemen at the square.
